1. The examiner notes the submitted IDS has been considered. 

2. The examiner notes newly discovered prior art patent to Beyda et al. (7023812) which 
discloses a single echo canceller which cancels echo from multiple echo paths (abstract). 
However, Beyda does not disclose the claimed parallel processes. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-39 are allowed over the prior art of record

In the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary 
skill in the art to implement a combined echo estimate with each echo source from 
different locations (acoustic and electrical) and performing the estimation and 
compensation at a common location using a common reference signal and performing the 
processes in parallel, in the known multiple source echo cancellers of prior art.
